Seiller said "you may say that 


you weren't personally responsible 
for all this but remember you stood 
for the government which perpe- 
trated atrocities like these. 


Col. Seiller seized a heavy set 
stocky, bullet-headed man 
whose 
shaven head was smeared with io- 
dine and stood him amidst 
tho 


gruesome corpses and 
said:

now produce for you the man who 
Was commandant of

capip. Here's the man who was 
Chiefly responsible for the tortures 
you see heic with your own eves 
Which were inflicled on the unfor- 
tunates lying here." 


The gravediggcrs angrily cried

came shouts of "swiric .beast, cri- 
rrtinal."

Col. Seiller next conducted the 
Germans over Ihe 
concentration 


camp compounded. Most of the 
hovels had been burned clown by 
the retreating Gestapo but enough 
remained to give a graphic picture 
of the filthy, stench recking con-

It was evident from an examina- 
tion of the bodies that those who 
managed to crawl out of the blaz- 
ing hovels and escape being burn- 
ed alive had been killed on "emerg- 
ing. Many of the corpses we're in a 
crawling posture with wounds both 
from guns and blunt weapons.

50 Ger- 
man prisoners of war were remov- 
ing the vermin-infested articles of 
clothing of the camp inmates for 
burning. Whenever the American 
guard was not looking some sick-

soldier. 


The camp's captain insisted de- 


fiantly when I asked him what he 
had to say about the corpses lying 
at Ills feel "I was the mere o'ver- 
seer on the outside.

f the arrangement of the Bible, 
ust as there is a sensible a.r- 
..ngemcnt of any other book, 
here is also a logical arrange- 
iient of the Bible that we can- 
lot afford to ignore. 
The Bible is arranged into two 


•najor divisions, which we call 
the Old Testament 
and New 


Testament. The books of the Old 
Testament embrace a period of 
four thousand years of history, 
and were given to be observed 
by two distinct and separate

of 
religious 
history, 
known as the Patriarchial Age 
(from Adam to the giving, of the 
law of Moses on Ml.

Allied authorities were far from 
convinced that Hitler actually wa 
dead. Even those who accepted th 
death ridiculed the Nazi announce 
ment that Hitler died a hero yes- 
terday at his command post in the 
Berlin Reichschancellery "fighting 
till his last breath against Bolshe- 
vism." 
Theories ranged from a sugges- 
tion he was killed by anti-Nazi mil- 
itary elements to one he died of a 
stroke, possibly stemming from the 
attempt against his life last July. 
But the mere fact that the Ger- 
mans announced hat Hitler was 
dead knocked out the main prop 
behind which the Germans had ral- 
lied, first for conmiesti. and finally 
for defense of the Reich. 
The removal of Hitler from the 
scene alone was expected to influ- 
ence many German soldiers toward 
capitulation. 
One British official said he would 
have to see Hitler's body 
before 
he would believe the Nazi leader 
was dead. Detailed measuremnts 
of Hitler's head taken by doctors 
before the war might clinch final 
identification.

Rightly Dividing the Word 


One cannot understand the 


Bible well without being aware 


f the arrangement of the Bible, 
ust as there is a sensible a.r- 
..ngemcnt of any other book, 
here is also a logical arrange- 
iient of the Bible that we can- 
lot afford to ignore. 
The Bible is arranged into two 


•najor divisions, which we call 
the Old Testament 
and New 


Testament. The books of the Old 
Testament embrace a period of 
four thousand years of history, 
and were given to be observed 
by two distinct and separate 
oeriods 
of 
religious 
history, 
known as the Patriarchial Age 
(from Adam to the giving, of the 
law of Moses on Ml. Sinai), and 
the Jewish Age, or dispensation 
(which lasted from the giving 
of the law of Moses on Ml. 
Sinai to the death of Christ). 


From this understanding of 


the Old Testament it is evident 
that these writings applied to 
oeoulc of God in two former 
Stations. The Old Testa,

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Japanese Prisoner of War 
Is Grim Picture of a Man 
With Absolutely No Future 


By HAROLD STREETER 
A Prisoner of War Camp In the 
Philippines — (Delayed) — (IP) — 
Today s man without a country is 
the Japanese prisoner of war. 
There is no place in Nippon's mil- 
itary primer for surrender. 
But when a group 
of 
touring 
American War correspondents visit- 
ed this camp there was one ques- 
tion which stumped one and all: 
"Where are you going after the 


war7" 
Few ever attempted any answer. 


On«, believe it or not, said 
"to 
America." 
As is required under the Geneva 
covenant, each Nipponese prisoner 
is provided with a form-type card 
with which to notify his relatives 
he is a prisoner of war. The only 
Japanese who have made any use 
of those cards have been those who 
call the Philippines 
their 
home, 
plus a very few from Formosa. 
The Japanese know they are in 
the-same category — or worse —as 
the dead. Return .to Japan means 
an invitation to commit suicide. 
The visit to this 
camp 
empha- 
sized how thoroughly automatic the 
Japanese can be. He's accustomed 
to taking orders, so he takes them 
in his own army; he takes them 
from his captors: he takes them 
from Japanese chosen for subordi- 
nate duty within the camp. 
As we entered, a stern-faced Nip- 
ponese who was in the Philippines 
for more than three years prior to 
his capture, barked a command in 
Japanese which rolled all through 
the camp. Instantly, every prisoner 
came to attention. 


* One was a 14-year-old. He looked 


, even too young for long pants. An- 
other was nearing CO. Interrogated 
through interpreters, one prisoner 
said he gave up because he was 
starving to death. Another frankly 
admitted he fell asleep at his post 
and awakened in the clutches of a 
Filipino guerrilla. 


All conceded they were surprised 
to be accorded 
good 
treatment. 
They profess to like army rations 
but shy away from meat. 
Most Japanese being water color 
specialists, they paint scenes, such 
as Mt. Fujiyama, which they give 
away to visitors.
